A^True Prjson Experience

> Before. he became one himself Saul of 
Tarsus was good at catching Christians 
-and-throwing-themr into prison.' He:had- 
a license to do so, and' he used.it 
energetically. Then" he also became. a 
Christian and his former friends de- 
clared open seas,onion him; the hunter 
became the hunted. In the years that 
followed Paul (as he was then called) 
was_ arrested repeatedly, suffering, the 
(same indignities he had formerly heaped 
• oh others. Everything he had done unto 
others was done unto him. 

But for him prison was not a disaster; 
in fact, it could almost be said that he did 
his best work in prison. While sheltered 
in Caesar's jails Paul wrote this beautiful 
"Prison Epistles" - which have enrichecT 
the Church for nearly two thousand' 
years. And from jail in Rome Paul once 
wrote that his imprisonment had actually 
worked to the advantage of the Gospel. It 
[ meant "a personal witness for Christ 
before the palace guards!" and it also 
encouraged other believers to be more 
bold in their witness (cf. Phil. 1.12*. 
Paul's personal Witness was effective, 
r tod7NeverIwas thisrhore obvious than in 
Philippi, where Paul got his first taste of 
jail.; Earlier, he had been threatened but 
- in Philippi nobody took- time to threaten 
him; he was grabbed, without warning 
and dragged to a public square where 
the city magistrates were holding court. 
The magistrates didn't take time to hear 
any evidence in support of the charges 



laid against Paul. Maybe they were too 
busy feeding tne pigeons. In any case, 
Paul and *his companion, Silas, were 
summarily stripped and flogged, then 
hustled off to jail almost before they 
knew-what-was happening to: them." For 
* the former darling of the chief priests of 
Jerusalem,, it was a come-down. But it 
was also the occasion for the conversion 
jof the jailer, and that_rnpre than 
compensation for the inconvenience and 
personal humiliation of the preachers. 

How the jailer became a Christian 
makes a gripping story. It happened at 
midnight when an earthquake awakened 
him. His first reaction was to cheek the* 
prison, since he was charged with the 
safekeeping of the prisoners. A jailbreak 
could cost him his life because an escape 
of prisoners was taken seriously by the 
Romans. No excuses would be accepted. 
So,Svher?he saw the^doors wide open he - 
feared the worst andnJUlled-his^short . 
sword to kill himself, preferring suicide" 
to reporting the loss of his prisoners. 

Paul stopped him. He did it by shouting 
that the prisoners had not escaped! They 
were whimpering in fear, no doubt, 
.wondering whether the roof would fall on 
them, but they, were all present. Luke" 
who wrote the account, says: the jailer 
called for lights and rushed into the inner 
cell where Paul and Barnabas were kept, 
and falling down before them, said, "Sirs, 
what must I do to be saved?" They told 
him immediately what to do. "Believe in 
Jhe Lord Jesus, and You shall be saved" - 
and that's not just something to think 
about; it's something to do. ':
